Pennsylvania enters 1952 at 
the highest point of m aterial 
prosperity ever attained in this 
state. 
Employment, wages and sav­ 
ings set newr records in Pennsyl­ 
vania during 1951 Gross receipts 
from farm m arketings are ex­ 
pected to be 15 to 20 percent 
above 1950 and may approxi­ 
m ate the $824,000,000 record of 
1948. Total income of Pennsyl­ 
vanians appears to have set an 
all-tim e high. Industrial produc­ 
tion is near peak, except for cer­ 
tain textile, leather, paper and 
wood product*. 
Although the federal increases 
in income tax is cutting into 
pay checks, consumer spending 
promise* to be high in Pennsyl­ 
vania because purchasing power 
is high here. Record income and 
huge personal savings I lave pro­ 
vided consum ers with unusually 
large liquid assets. Many Penn­ 
sylvania bank* report th a t de­ 
posit* now contain about $4 for 
every $3 oil deposit a year ago.

In 1952 Pennsylvania gener­ 
ally, and the Philadelphia m et­ 
ropolitan area in particular, can 
look forward to higher employ­ 
m ent and larger consumer in­ 
comes as defense preparations 
expand. W ith spending for a r­ 
m am ent scheduled to be bigger, 
industry will face the simul-
